Career

RADL was born in GLOGGYITZ (Austria) 12 Foy 11. During the years of
depression following World War I, he was barely able to make a living by
playing the piano and joined the Austrian 7azi Party as a non—paying member.':
In. 1934 RADL joined the Austrian SS and was sent by the Fluechtlings
Work to BERLIr where he joined an SS Verfuegungs Trupp to receive his basic
military training.

In Earch 1937 the SS sent.RADL to GOETTIYGEF to teach in a Youth Hostel,
but at the same time the Austrian police dissolved his SS unit and arrested:the
higher leaders. RADL then volunteered for the Eripo and in June 1937 he ti!is'

called to BERLIY for an interview but was not accepted and Was subsequently
• kdismissed from the SS.

In January 1939 RADL was reinstated in the SS as Rotten:Thehrer. He
attended a course : at the Grans Polizei Schule in PRETSCH and,was then
assigned to the Austro—Hungarian 	 lrn September 1939 he enlisted in
the infantry bkitwas recalled, by the Grenz Polizei i a week: Not wishing
to remain in the - Grenz Polizei, RADL volunteered for the Wagen SS which sent
him to BERLIN University in the summer of 1940, where he . was'attached to Sta./kJ
BIRLIN for administrative purposes. In October 1941 he' was,Commissioned and
sent to the staff of the 9th Army in Russia as SS liaison officer.

In 1942 after completion of his studies in BERLE'. FADL was promoted to
0Atuf and sent?to the MUENCIMIarea where he worked as Criminal judge for the
Gestapo. After . STAIIrGRAD, he volunteered for active service and was ordered
to report in April 1943 to . the F.'_-HA at BERLIY where he became SKORZENY's adju-
tant. As adjutant, RADL's work Was to Care for all the aaministrative details
and to coordinate the numerous and diffused activities of SKORZEFY.

U/Stuf WIESENIERGER, went to Amt.VI—E

After the recapture of EUSSOLIFI by SXORZEYY. RADL was promoted to H/Stuf.

In July . 1944 he became Regierungs Rat and-in April 1945 he was promoted to
Stubaf. RADL surrendered with SKORZEUY atANYABERG (Austria) 16 hay 45 and

arrived . at 12th Army Group Interrogation Center 19 hay 45.
